Mrs. Pyeatt, wife of Eli Pyeatt 
of Decatur, and 
daughter of our 
neighbor Judge Weaver, visited her 
father during this week at Alvord. 


H. D. Donald of Decatur, was in 
Alvord last Saturday and sold several 
lots. 
He also surveyed a tract of land 
in the northwest corner of the town 
survey, consisting of about two acres, 
which he will donate to the town for 
a public cemetery. 


People from several of the differ­ 
ent towns and communities of Wise 
county gathered in the chamber of 
commerce hall last Friday afternoon 
to concentrate on a program for the 
development of community improve­ 
ment organizations and neighborhood 
fairs and the county fair. 
It was the first and perhaps the 
most unique meeting of its kind ever 
held in the county. 
It was called by 
Secretary Cliff D. Cates and County 
Agent W. M. Love. 
The a tte n d a n t 
was not all that could have been 
desired, but the interest was very 
manifest. 
D. B. Gilliland, member 
of the Decatur cham ber of commerce, 
delivered the welcome address and 
spoke convincingly of the spirit of 
community organization. 
Rev. G. W. 
Slagle, who assumed the place 
of 
leadership in putting on the fair at 
Alvord last fall, told of the success 
of that fair, its stim ulating result on 
th*- people and tile farming industries 
and related how Alvord contended 
that Wise county people should be 
inspired with an enterprising spirit 
and that there was that about agri­ 
cultural fairs and community organs 
zation that had the desired effect 
Robert Adcock was also present from 
Alvord. 
Glenn Hunt represented the Joe 
Bailey Community ('hit) and described 
what that community had done and 
was striving to do thru its successful 
organization. 
Mrs. Hunt was present 
as was also George Gentry of that 
neighborhood. 
George Kelly, a successful swine 
exhibitor at. the last county fair, rep­ 
resented Paradise. 
Mr. Kelly said 
that the Paradise country needed 
organization and the holding of a 
fair to bring his country “out of tim 
woods.” 
Greenwood was represented by two 
ladies of the ladies club at that place. 
Mines. Kinsley and J. E. Higgins, 
who asserted 
a 
fall 
fair for 
the 
Greenwood country had already been 
declared for. and organization and 
plans are starting. 
Fall fairs have already been sug­ 
gested and planned for Chico, Alvord, 
Greenwood, poultry show for Bridge­ 
port which perhaps will reach the 
proportions of a fair, county fair at 
Decatur. 
The prospects are encour­ 
aging fo Sycamore, Sweetwater. Boyd 
and Oak Grove. 
The movement is in 
the Air to combine all these com­ 
munity shows at the county fair at 
Decatur and thence to move the com­ 
bined display to Dallas to exhibit in 
competition with other counties. 
The people are beginning to realize 
they have failed to grasp available 
opportunities to develop the indus­ 
trial and agricultural life of their 
own communities and the county at 
large 
by making the showing of 
prowess, skill and ability and the 
natural productiveness of the land 
in places of public gaze, and there is 
a large acceleration of movement to 
catch up on lost opportunity. 
The concrete result of Friday’s 
meeting was that a committee com­ 
posed of the county agent, t.he home 
agent, the secretary of the chamber 
of commerce and the Alvord pastor 
will present the m atter to other com­ 
munities for further consideration

Messenger E d ito rs:- For my own 
enlightenment and also for enlight­ 
enment of others, may I ask a few 
question thru the columns of your 
most excellent paper? 
I am aware that we have a statute 
which requires a legal voter to pay a 
stipulated poll tax on or before 
given date or suffer the consequences 
which in this case in tho great stat* 
of Texas is disfranchisement. 
For 
failing to pay your one dollar and 
seventy-five cents you are denied any 
voice in any election that may be held 
in the state for the ensuing year, 
understand that we also have another 
statute which requires able bodied 
men between certain ages to perform 
a c< rtaiu number of days’ labor on 
the public roads of their respect iv* 
counties. 
In this county, five days’ 
labor, I am told, is required of each 
and every man within this age limit. 
Now, as you know and as I and 
everyone else knows, this work in a 
great 
many 
instances 
from 
some 
cause or other is not being performed. 
Now my question: Why is this much 
needed road work not performed. 
In 
all our statutes, is there not one law 
that places the burden of enforee- 
ing 
this very wise enactment on 
someone? 
If so, who is he? 
W hy is 
he so flagrantly neglecting his duty? 
Are not all our officials under oath 
to perform their prescribed duties? 
I can show you roads that have not 
been worked for ten years, and mind 
you, there are hands of road age 
residing on these roads who do not 
perform a single day’s road service 
in the year. 
They Claim that they 
have no overseer on their roads. 
Many sections of road are without 
an overseer appointed to look after 
them year after year. 
If I find myself in need of help on 
the farm I find I must pay from a 
dollar and a half to two dollars per 
day for such help. 
In other words, 
the average wage for common labor 
is 
about the 
above 
figure. 
This 
would mean from seven dollars and 
fifty cents to ten dollars per year 
loss to the county for each man fail­ 
ing to perform his road duty. 
So 
take it altogether over the county for 
the year, it represents the loss of 
a good many thousands of dollars 
and all chargeable to the lack or 
ship-shod m anner in which our laws 
are enforced, or perhaps better say 
not enforced. 
Is not this one instance of where 
we strain at the gnat and swallow 
the camel? 
Take away a m an’s citi­ 
zenship tor the paltry sum of one 
dollar and seventy-five cents, which 
is only a tax levied on the poll, and 
for the ten dollars road tax levied 
against the individual in the form of 
labor, by the same authority, there 
is not even a feeble attem pt at col­ 
lecting in a great many instance: 
in fact, no attem pt at all in our part 
of the county. 
While it is true the poll tax is a 
cash levy, the other only calls for 
labor, yet is it not a fact that we 
draw on the treasury from the funds 
paid in by the tax-payers for the 
money with which to pay for this 
same road labor, much of which could 
have been performed by this labor 
due the county from the ones subject 
to road duty. 
I would heartily approve a change 
in the road law th at would subject 
all able bodied men from eighteen to 
sixty to road duty, rather than as 
now where the age limit is from 
twenty-one to 
forty-five. 
I would 
favor giving any or all the privilege 
of paying cash where they so desire. 
W hat is the m atter with us people 
in grand old Texas anyway— where 
democracy reigns supreme in this 
blissful county of Wise? 
L et’s leave 
the Tea pot Dome to Mr. Walsh and 
has committee and clean our own 
back-yard. 
Look after our own tater 
patch and have the most glorious 
place on earth in which to live. 
Yours for a bigger, better, brighter

MEET CALLED FOR 
COTTON GROWERS 


Dr. G. A. Alford of Dallas, editor 
of the Progressive Farm er, one of 
the best known farm papers of the 
south and one of the best known 
farm leaders, will address the farm ­ 
ers of this territory on next Saturday 
afternoon, March 15th, at one o’clock. 
This widely known educator will visit 
the community at the invitation of 
the local cham ber of commerce and 
the county extension office. 
He will talk on the subjects of 
cotton varieties, seed, cultivation, use 
of fertilizers, methods of fighting the 
boll weevil and other very interesting 
questions in relation to the growing 
of cotton. One or more other author­ 
ities have been invited but up to date 
no responses have not been received. 
Much new and valuable inform a­ 
tion is developing constantly reg ard ­ 
ing the growing of cotton, and since 
a large acreage will be planted here 
this season, the discussion of this 
authority should 
prove 
of timely 
worth and value. 
Cotton m arketing is doubtless of 
equal if not of greater importance 
than that of growing a successful 
crop, but the actual methods to be 
employed in the growing of a crop 
are of importance too. 
A big cam ­ 
paign is being conducted now down 
in East Texas by a railroad company 
striving to disseminate newest and 
latest information about growing the 
staple. 
The discussion of Dr. Alford will 
doubtless have little to do with the 
question of marketing. 
He will not 
advocate anybody’s plan of m arketing 
and so far as is known is not directly 
connected with any campaign to pro­ 
mote any particular plan. 
It is to be hoped and it is really 
planned that this approaching cotton 
meeting will term inate in a farm er’s 
experience meeting whereunder every 
farm er who wants to may give his 
experience in growing the great staple 
Another subject to be alluded to 
is the place of cotton in a balanced 
schedule of farm ing that includes the 
growing of plentiful feed and food 
crops and the keeping of cowrs, hogs, 
chickens, sheep, etc. 
It ought to 
prove a very valuable meeting con­ 
ducted by a veteran and resourceful 
leader who has had many years of 
service in practical farm ing in the 
south. 
If farm ers list to their own 
nterests the district court room will 
be filled with listeners March 15th 
a t one o’clock p. rn.

The tendenccy in the best informed 
cotton raising communities that lie 
in the boll weevil zone is to increased 
velds per acre and general reduction 
of acreage. 
This gives a smaller 
am ount of land released for the grow ­ 
ing of feed crops and lesser expanse 
of crop on which to fight the weevil. 
W here this policy is being employed, 
commercial fertilizer is one of the 
agencies being employed to increase 
the yield. 
Numerous inquiries are coming in 
from the different parts of Wise 
county regarding fertilizer. 
Interest 
ought to develop from now on until 
planting time. 
W ise county land, 
especially sandy land, will respond 
profitably to the use of this material. 
Nothing so re-assuring can be said 
as yet respecting the black land, but 
it is possible that a formula will be 
worked out that will pay even here. 
There is no doubt, however, about 
the response of sandy land. 
Farmers wanting further informa­ 
tion about the use of fertlizer may 
secure same by talking with S. A. 
Lillard at Decatur.

GENERAL SNOWFALL 
TEXAS. 
Ore of the 
heaviest snowfalls 
in 
years was general 
over 
the 
greater 
part 
of Texas 
February 24th 
and 
25th. 
Reports from 
many 
sections 
say the snow will greatly benefit the 
farmers, while from isolated sections 
advices are that it will delay plowing 
and planting, due to excessive moisture 
from previous rainfall during January 
and February. 
The snow was heaviest in sections of 
West Texas, the depths ranging from 
eight to fourteen inches between Alpine 
and San Angelo and from two to four 
Inches between San Angelo and Crowell, 
south of Red River. 
A depth of over 
thirteen indies was recorded at San 
Angelo, 
Cattle and sheep men do not expect 
material losses as a result of the snow, 
since all cattle and sheep are reported 
in good condition. 
A few losses to 
young lambs are reported from some 
sections. 


PRECAUTION AGAINST FOOT 
AND MOUTH DISEASE. 
Because of an outbreak of tile foot 
and 
mouth 
disease 
in 
California, 
Quarantine against the receipt of any 
livestock from this state has been plac­ 
ed in effect by Governor Pat M. Neff. 
Circular letters have been issued by the 
Live Stock Sanitary Commission to all 
registered veterinarians in Texas direct­ 
ing them to report any suspicious illness 
among livestock immediately 
to 
the 
Commission for investigation. 
Under the orders, no livestock of any 
description may be moved to Texas from 
any other State in danger of being in­ 
fected with foot and mouth disease, ex­ 
cept after having been inspected and 
certified to by an authorized inspector 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, an 
inspector of the Live Stock Sanitary 
Commission or a recognized veterina­ 
rian authorized to do such testing and 
certifying. 
Warning that the disease is contag­ 
ious to human beings, not fatal but dan­ 
gerous, was issued by State Veterina­ 
rian Dr. Cloud. 
The last outbreak of foot and mouth 
disease in the United States occurred 
in 191*8 and it spread rapidly nearly all 
over the country, causing losses run­ 
ning into the millions. 


The Border Towns of Texas 
Where Two Races Meet as Friends, Dwelling 
in Peace and Harmony. 
By a u s tin c a lla n . 


There are races of people so differ­ 
ent in every respect that the indelible 
line of separation drawn between them 
by the Almighty should never be wiped 
out. 
It has been unquestionably es­ 
tablished by human 
experience 
that 
while certain mixtures of blood raise 
the standard, other mixtures lower it. 
But no one can doubt the wisdom, the 
justice, the Christian duty of all the 
different types and races of earth's peo­ 
ples dwelling in peace and being friend­ 
ly one to another. 
Along the borderland towns of Texas 
we have two distinct races—the Latin 
and the Anglo-Saxon. 
In some of these 
towns the American race predominate, 
while in other towns the Mexictin race 
predominate. 
A t El Paso and Del Rio 
there are more natives of our own coun­ 
try than there are foreigners. At Eagle 
Pass, Laredo and Brownsville the op­ 
posite is the case. 
But the relation­ 
ship of the two races in all of the towns 
mentioned is invariably the most pleas­ 
ant. 


No Race Cuishes. 
One of the first questions a stranger 
will ask when visiting a town along tho 
Rio Grande river, is, how the Ameri­ 
cans manage to get along so well with 
the Mexicans. 
“It seems that there 
would be a great deal of trouble result­ 
ing from this mix-up,“ is a frequent re- 
V-ntiiok, 
while 
many 
visitors 
timidly 
• venture 
the 
opinion: 
“I certainly 
couldn't ever feel safe here." 
A sufficient answ'er to these doubt­ 
ing Thomases are the facts of history. 
Did you ever hear of any race clashes 
on the border? Has the Governor at any i 
time been called on to send troops to 
Eagle Pass, Del Rio. Laredo, or El Paso 
to quell a mutiny between the Ameri­ 
can people and 
the 
Mexican 
people? 
The solution of the race problem down 
there Is simply the using of common 
sense and fair play. 
Our frontiersmen 
have always possessed these two human 
traits and they are most valuable. 
When mariners landed at Vera Cruz 
during the Huerta rule in Mexico, re­ 
lations between the two governments 
were strained almost to the breaking 
point, and again when John J. Pershing 
led the punitive expedition across the 
iiiiernational line 
at 
Columbus, 
tho 
same thing resulted. 
In fact, from the 
fall of the Diaz regime to the recogni­ 
tion of Obregon, clouds have appeared 
on the horizon from time to time to

threaten the peace of the two nations. 
Yet no single incident came up between 
the Mexicans and the Americans on the 
border to bring about race hatred or 
to threaten disruption. 
Across the 
bridges which span the 
Rio 
Grande 
river, the Latin and the Anglo-Saxon 
have gone back and forth, trading with 
each other, showing signs of friendship 
and frowning down any radical dem­ 
onstration made on either side. 


Of course, border raids have taken 
place. 
Outlaws of Mexico have killed 
peaceful citizens of our country. 
B u t, 


I in no instance could race prejudice be; 


I held responsible for one of these crimes. I 
I Bandits perpetrated them, and we have 
I bandits in Texas, who rob banks, hold 
I up defenseless citizens and take life. 
The Mexican child 
of 
the 
border 
town is given the same school advan­ 
tage as the American child. 
There are ' 


separate schools In the lower grades, 
and best results are obtained in that 
way. 
But when high school is reached, 
the foreigner who can make the grades 
is given a chance, not only to finish un­ 
der the most favorable circumstances, 
but to win class honors. 
Joquin Rubio, 
a Mexican boy, carried off the highest 
honors one year from Del 
Rio 
high 
school, and this has been repeated by 
other Mexican children along the bor­ 
der towns. 
By being square with the Mexican^ 
the Americans along the border have 
contributed to their enlightment and 
raised the living standard among them, 
without breaking dowm the social line 
or stirring up the false hope of amalga­ 
mation. 
For the most part, the Mexi­ 
cans live unto themselves and they do 
not undertake to mix with the Ameri­ 
cans only In a business way. They have 
no desire to coalesce one race with the 
other. 
Nevertheless, a Mexican, who 
is a dependable citizen, is regarded as a I 
good as.set to any border town, and the I 
natives of this country esteem him for j 
his good conduct irrespective 
of 
his I 
race. 
There was a time when politicians of 
the border lovms used 
the 
Mexicans 
of the more ignorant classes in a way 
that W'as no credit to either race. 
The 
“bull-pen," In which opposing factions 
corralled the voters several days before 
an election and held them by the use 
of good eats and red liquor, was a dis­ 
graceful institution. 
But the bull pen 
is gone and no office-seeker will now 
attempt to win in this manner. 
The 
Mexican is an independent citizen, and 
when a candidate solicits his vote, he 
must use somewhat the same tactics as 
he employs with the American. 


'The Mexican a Good Customer. 
Most of the border 
to’vvns 
on 
the 
American side of the river look to the 
Mexican side for trade. 
This is e s p - 
cially true of Eagle Pass and Lareao; 
anything that disturbs business on the 
other side, demoralizes it on this side. 
For instance, when the bridge was re­ 
cently w’-ashed out at 
Eagle Pass, 
at 
least ten thousand of Mexico’s cus­ 
tomers were cut off from the Amerl-. 
can stores. 
Most of the population 
of Piedgras Negras, the Mexican towm 
opposite 
Eagle Pass, 
trade 
on 
the 
American side, 
and 
you 
'will 
often 
see a woman 
making 
the 
long 
trip 
across the 
bridge 
for 
nothing 
but 


a can of kerosene or a few pounds of 
lard. 
They can get such articles on the 
Mexican side, but they have always pre­ 
ferred to come to this side for them. 
While the bridge was out at Eagle 
Pass the Southern 
Pacific 
Railway 
operated a “Shuttle Train" that carried 
two thousand persons back and forth 
daily. 
But 
that 
only 
represented 
a fraction of the normal traffic, because 
the train service was Inconvenient and 
four times as high as the toll cost of 
crossing on the bridge. 
The inhabitants of the border town.s 
can come to the American 
side 
and 
purchase small supplies of merchandise 
and carry them back without paying 
dutj\ For this reason you find many, 
more stores on the American side of 
a border to'wn, In proportion to its pop­ 
ulation, than you find In an American 
inland town. 
When for any reason, 
however, the Mexican trade is cut off, 
such stores suffer a period of inactivity 
that is almost equal to a total suspen­ 
sion of business. 
Del Rio does not profit from Mexi­ 
can trade to the extent as does Eagle 
Pass. 
Villa Acuna, the Mexican town 
on the opposite side of Del Rio, is small 
in population. But there are many pros­ 
perous sheep and goat ranches on this 
side, which makes Del Rio a splendid 
little city. 
A -wmoden bridge connects 
Del Rio with Villa Acuna. 
This was 
established last summer to take place 
of the ferry-boats w'hich have been run­ 
ning there for years. 
It does a fairly 
good business, because American ranch­ 
men who have holdings in Mexico use 
it, and there are a few people who go 
to the Mexican side every day to take 
a chance at the roulette wheel. 
Villa Acuna 
was 
formerly 
called 
Garza Galan and later it took the name 
of Los Vacas, meaning “the cows.'* It 
was the first town that was attacked 
during the Madero revolution 
and 
it 
changed its name every tim e 
a 
new 
faction 
came 
Into 
power. 
Piedras 
Negras was also called 0. P. Diaz dur­ 
ing the latter part of tho Diaz admin­ 
istration, but was changed back to its 
old title at the time Carranza maintain­ 
ed the provisional 
presidency 
there. 
In those days, many of the blue bloods 
of Mexico were forced to take up their 
residence in Eagle Pa.ss which greatly 
added to the prosperity of that city, 
for they spent money freely. 
Juarez, opposite El Paso, also once

Shades of the longhorn steer! What 
would thij co-wraan think half a century 
ago, could he return to the Texas of to­ 
day and see whole traialoads of bloclcy 
beef steers, graded, standardized and 
sorted into lots as like as two peas, be­ 
ing shipped northward for development 
into prime beef by the cattle feeders of 
the corn belt states. 
Gone Is the scraggly steer of yester­ 
day, with his immense horns, his skinny 
sides, his light hindquarters and a max­ 
imum weight of 700 pounds at the age 
of seven years. 
In his stead, and in 
constantly increasing numbers, comes 
the standardized Texa.s-bred “White­ 
face"— a tidy, blodcy, high-grade calf, 
produced by the thousands, shipped to 
the corn belt at weaning time, and there 
fed for market until at the yearling 
stage a weight of 1000 to 1400 pounds 
is attained. 
Such is the achievement of the mod- 
>*rn Texas “Whiteface"— of “cattle built 
for beef." 
No longer does the 
cowman 
spend 
weary week.s on the Texas trail, grazing 
half-wild steers northward 
from 
the 
Lone Star State to Kansas or Montana. 
Instead, the choice calf crop of today Is 
loaded into special stock cars, made up 
into cattle trains moving at express 


speed, and shot northward on a pa.ssen- 
ger schedule to corn belt feed-lots. 
The 
only stops are for daily feed, rest and 
water—just as passengers on conti­ 
nental trains are halted for meals at 
railroad eating houses. 
Once In the northern com belt 
standardized feeder calves go to 
pastures and to feed-lots for grass 
and corn development and finish. 
Then, in the pink of beefy perfec­ 
tion they are shipped to the great 
markets 
for 
slaughter. 
From 
them 
come 
America’s 
choicest 
roasts and most succulent steaks. 
Texas cattlemen have made the 
modern, 
standardized feeder-calf 
a staple product in northern mar­ 
kets. Corn belt cattle feeders, in a 
few brief years, have learned to 
look to the Lone Star State for 
quality feeder cattle of this type. 
In effect, the Texas producers of 
commercial 
“W’hiteface ’ 
calves 
have found a great and profitable 
market for a standardized, trade­ 
marked 
article. 
The 
uniform 
blockness and 
quality of 
the calves 
represent the effects of standardization. 
The Whiteface is the trademark, 
To Frank Hastings, the late manager 
of the S. M. S. Ranch at Stamford, Tex­ 
as, goes the honor of pioneering the 


'way. 
H astin g not only conceived the 
idea of this direct-sale of feeder cattle, 
he was a practical cattleman 
able 
to 
breed calves of the right quality and a 
salesman who could sell his product once

he had produced it. 
Hastings built up 
such faith in his 
“Whiteface" 
calves 
that he was able to sell them, by mail, 
to corn belt feeders he had never seen. 
The feeders them selves did not see the 
calves thus bought until they were un­ 


loaded at tho corn belt railroad stations. 
For fifteen years the S. M. S. Ranch 
organization has sold from five to eight 
thousand cattle annually in this man­ 
ner. 
Meanwhile, tho 
Matador 
and 
other big ranches have develop­ 
ed a similar trade, and organiza­ 
tion or ranch owners throughout 
Texas have been formed to carry 
on such work co-operatively. 
Efficient breeding of high-grade 
“\Vhiteface" calves sired by pure­ 
bred bulls brought to Texas from 
America's fine.‘?t purebred herds, 
is the first e.ssential to success.

For the range cattleman, this fast- 
developing method 
of 
breeding 
and 
marketing promises insured profits in 
future years and a solution for the un­ 
satisfactory business conditions result­ 
ing in part from poor breeding and in 
part from unscientific marketing. 
Tills much is sure. 
Cattle cannot be 
profitably produced and sold today in 
the same manner as when 
grass 
was 
free, wages and other expenses incon­ 
sequential, and stock cattle dirt cheap. 
Instead, there must be constant im­ 
provement in th© quality of calves pro­ 
duced, through the use of registered 
bulls on high-grade cows. 
This effort 
standardizes the calf crop, enables the 
cattlemen to go on a cow and calf basis, 
and then to take the short route to mar­ 
ket. 
Shades of the longhorn steer! 
How 
the cattle baron of the seventies and 
eighties would open his eyes wide in 
asronlshment at the wonderful change 
that the years and high-bred bulls have 
brought about!

Could you be prosperous and happy 
if you were totally blind and had a fam­ 
ily 
to 
support? 
Arthur 
Franklin 
Nichols, better known as “Nick" to his 
friends and customers about the State 
Capitol at Austin, in which he has o 'w t i - 
ed and operated a cigar and cold drink 
stand for thirteen years, has been total­ 
ly blind the past twenty-three years, 
although he is prosperous in business, 
happy and optimistic in his outlook on 
life. 
“During ordinary years my income 
averages something better than ^3,000 
yearly; and during years when the leg- 
^ islature is in session I take in between 
^ 4 OQO and t?5,000," said Mr Nichols. 
Mr^'Nichols was born iii Grayson 
county,'Texas, forty-tWO years ago, on 
* a farm near Tioga. 
When he was only 
a year old his parents moved to Sher­ 
man which was his home for several 
years. 
His eyesight 
was 
bad from 
childhood, and he received no schooling 
until he came to the State Blind Insti­ 
tute at Austin in the fall of the year 
^ 1896, at the age of fifteen years. He had 


been in school five years, when, at the 
age of twenty, an attack of measles 
I left him totally blind. 
A fter ten years 
I at the institute in Austin, he was grad- 
I uated from its literary department, al- 


j so obtaining papers on mattre.ss-making 
and chair-seating at the 
same 
time. 
But he has never followed either trade. 
Mr. Nichols returned to his home in 
Sherman after his graduation in 1906, 
and preached during this and the next 
year at Denison, Texas. 
In 1907 he returned to Austin for 
post graduate work at the Blind Insti­ 
tute. 
It was in the'fall of 1910, while 
in Austin to learn piano-tuning, that 
Nichols applied for the cigar and cold 
drink stand place in the State Capitol 
building, which was vacant and for rent 
at that time. 
On January 26, 1911, he began his 
business career. 
Since that time he 
has enlarged his facilities for service 
and patronage, until today he Is no 
longer exempt from the income tax 
collector. 
In 1912 “Nick” married, and at pres­ 


ent he has three boys, ages nine, seven 
and five, besides his wife, in the home 
i at 2100 East Avenue, Austin. 
All the 
boys have perfect eyesight and the two 
oldest boys attend the public schools in 


I the fourth and first gi'ades, respective- 
i Iv. 
Nichol’s sense of touch is remarkable. 
He not only distinguishes between coins 
of all kinds, but he enjoys a game of

“which manj? folks hold, when they 
speak of my ability to distinguish be­ 
tween paper money of different values.

Remember that the rapid production 
of cars and their equally brisk sale 
means that the paint on your new car 
is newer than it used to be when cars 
lingered in the hands of the dealer for 
months. 
It therefore needs more cold 
water to set the varnish and, in general, 
a little more pampering for the first 
few weeks. 


Inspection of tires and rims frequent­ 
ly will prevent unnecessary trouble and 
annoyance. 
Rims cuts and breaking 
of wire cables at the base of the tire 
may be avoided if proper inspection is 
made regularly. 


Do not pass a street car in the city 
until it gets into motion even after it 
has taken aboard or discharged its pas­ 
sengers. 
The chances are that there 
is a traffic officer standing in the cen­ 
ter of the street and that the motorman 
is awaiting insructions to go. 
Unless 
your car happens to be way over near 
the curb you are not likely to notice this 
condition. 


A seat cushion that is not properly 
set in its base will often destroy some of 
its cushioning effect, making the car ap­ 
pear to ride hard.

“Keenest Blade on the Field of San Jacinto.” 


GREAT MEN AND WOMEN. 


John A Wharton. 
“The keenest blade on the field of 
San Jacinto is broken;” these were the 
words of Judge Burnet at the funeral 
of John A. Wharton. 
No higher praise 
could be given of General Wharton’s 
character and disposition. 
John Wharton came to Texas in 1829. 
Very little of his life, prior to this time, 
is recorded. 
We know, however, he had 
received a good education and was a 
lawyer by profession. 
After he came 
to Texas he started the practice of law. 
It has been said he was one of the clean­ 
est-cut men that ever practiced before 
the bar. 
He would not stoop to little 
underhanded tricks, and was always 
free spoken and a strong advocate of 
truth. 
His only enemies were those 
who despised the higher and finer 
things of life. 
He strongly advocated the separation 
of Texas from Mexico, and, like all true 
Texas patriots, he early volunteered as 
a soldier. 
No exact date of his birth is recorded 
but in Judge Burnet’s oration he said he 
was still a young man at the time of 
his death, which was in 1838. 
He was 
chosen by the county of Brazos as their 
representative in the general Consulta­ 
tion. 
Through the entire struggle of Tex­ 
as for freedom and recognition John 
Wharton was a tireless worker. 
At the battle of San Jacinto he was 
next to Houston in command, being the 
Adjutant General. Wherever the fight­ 
ing was thickest he could be found. 
Many interesting events 
must 
have 
happened during the battle, but most 
of them have been lost to us because 
they were not put on record. 
After Texas had gained her liberty, 
John Wharton plunged into the political 
life of the state and tried to help estab­ 
lish a stable form of government. 
He was elected a member of the first 
and second Texas congress. 
He died in December 1838, mourned 
by all Texans as he was loved by all 
Texans who knew him. 
John Wharton was not only a brave 
man and a true patriot; but he was 
kindly, affectionate and a confiding 
friend. 
Hr was frank, open, honorable 
and without fear. 
These, 
my 
dear 
children, are the qualities that endear­ 
ed him to the hearts of all of his as­ 
sociates. 
He was good to the poor. 
Many a weak and 
friendless 
person 
found in him a true and needful friend. 
He was a devout Christian, and 
all 
through his life practiced the princi­ 
ples of his faith. 
This is the type of 
men who helped to lay the foundation 
of our great State of Texas; now it is up 
to us to “cany on” the good work and 
1 
deeds established by men of General 
Wharton’s type.

GARDEN REMINDERS. 
There are m any hints th a t I m ig h t give you 
chat would be of g re a t benefit to you, and there 
ire others th a t I m ight give you th a t you are 
thready acquainted w ith; therefore, if I can be 
of help th a t is all th a t i.s necessary, 
if I ca n ­ 
not, perhaps, you can hand this to some neigh­ 
bor, who (I u*s L e d the inform ation. 
Sow cauliflower, celery and 
lettuce 
in 
the 
•pen. 
Straw used as a mulch around 
the roots of 
straw berries will preserve tile m oisture during 
ho hot sum m er months. 
Sow the asp arag u s seed early in March. 
P re­ 
pare the bed by very deep 
breaking 
and 
turn 
under stable m anure and acid phosphate in lib­ 
eral amounts. 
Pansies and celery should be 
watered 
well. 
Neglect on this line will spell failure. 
l f your soil is sour, apply lime. 
When digging carrots, be sure th a t you have j 
dug them all, as they will become weed pests. 
If soil is very poor, then, you m u st apply cow 
m anure.’ Add wood aches and m u r i a t e of potash 
with (die manure. 
Lime alone 
has 
been 
used 
With good results if well raked over several feet I 
around the roots. 
When a plant is out of place it is as much j 
a nuisance as a weed and m ust be cut down, ac- ' 
cordinglv. 
The old canes and dead ones should be cut out j 
of your berry batch. 
Eight or ten canes to a j 
hill is sufficient. 
Round rings about two and a half Inches wide 
cut from oatm eal boxes, then slipped over tomato 
and cabbage plants, will be an easy and effective 
way to combat the cut worm. 
If a record is kept of when each vegetable and 
flower is planted it will be very interesting to 
see just how long the seeds need to germinate. 
In planning your flower garden, do not leave 
out tne old favorites. 
Their sim ple beauty is 
ever appealing to the flower lover. 
There are three watch words of success for the 
garden lover, and they are: Tim eliness, Thorough­ 
ness and Persistence.

Biscuits should 
be first turned on one side then the other, thia 
bu tters both sides and m akes them brown nix’aly. 
Handle dough as quickly and lightly as possible. 
Do n o t knead the dough.
